Chao shared insightsfrom herexperiences

when there is a glamorous event. 

Chao criticized Asians who“enterpolitics

Outsiders who know nothing about the 
community are Shocked when they find out 
由 here are Over 25 newspapers sold at China- 
toOwn newsstands, 9ome of the papers are 
small operations and others are big-budget 
dailies with offices all over the US. 

The first question people then ask is， 
“How do they all survive2” 

A good question and one which would 
take several columns to probe. Is norevela- 
ton to those who know anything about the 
publishing business that advertising has far 
outpaced Subscrliptions as an income SOUrce 
fornewspaperS, Recent postage increases in 
Sccondclass postagemakeitalmostamoney- 
losing propoSsition every time 3a newSspaper 
adds a Subscriber to their mailing 1ist， 

Figure it out. There's the postage to mail 
the paper the labor in adding and updating 
the subscriber information,， first-class poOst- 
age for the renewal billings; the added print- 
ing cost the costof envelopes and finally the 
coOst of carrying Subscribers who _ make the 
paper bll them four orfive Humes and getthe 
papcrfreeduringagraceperiod. This doesm't 
even include 由 e costof funding a marketing 
campalgn to attract new Subscribers， 

(My pet gripe,incidentally,is the individ- 
ual who keepsbugging the paperforrepeated 
coOverage, and then calls to ask if an article 
was printed.“Aren'tyou a Subscriber2”we 
ask.“NO，they Say. They never subscribe， 
but they re quick to criticlize the paper when 
we miss COvering thelr event.)

Walla bl First most big advertis>rs g0 
trOU2n ad agencies and most agencies 
haven t the inczination to develop an ethnic 
msask2ting Campalgn Or they don't have the 
expertlse， ItS too easy Just to present the 
elentacampalgn that targets the major TV 
SUtons and newspaperSs， Second，many 
advcerusers SUll aren't convinced, or haven't 
heen properly briefed, about the exploding 
AstanAmericanmarketwalitingtobemined. 

Third, even 丰 the advertiser is convinced 
the niarket 1s there, they are confused by the 
many altcrnatives. In the Bay Area alone 
ihere arc Over 25 Chinese publications and 
aboult 10 Victnamese，Several Japanese，3 
fewkorcan and Filipino papers，TV stations 
with forcign language programming，radio 
SUalions，Ycllow Pages in a variety of lan- 
xuases and two Asian American magazines 
targeted LO Asian American professionals. 


Many Special events in the community print 
programs and brochures which carry ads and 
further shrink the advertising pool. 

So，even if the ethnic marketing Special- 
ists put together a package, they still have a 
fragmented Asian American community. 

What about agencies that Specialize im 
ethnic advertising? Sad to say, they haven't 
advanced past the infancy stage. Ifthey had， 
there would be more mainstream advertising 
in the Asian-language press. The black and 
Hispanic communities are aheadof Asiansin 
attracting mainstream advertising，and they 
don't even havethehighincome figures that 
Asian Americans have. 

These Asian ethnic agencies 3are either 
just developing orthey can tdeliveron their 
promises. Some of these “ethnic media Spe-=- 
clialists”are So Inepb they can'teven handle 
billingproperly,muchlessdesignand market 
first-rate ads in languages otherthan English. 
There ls one So-called Specialist in Southerm 
California who messed up billing to such an 
extent that itlostatotalof$30,000inbillings 
for three Chinatown papers. 

Why not have a merger of Some of the 
Chinatown papers, So thattwo orthree major 
papers could both attract advertisers and be a 
majorplayerinstateandlocalpolitics?Easier 
Saldthan done.Factionalism andfeuding,not 
unity,havebeenthepattermduring the past20 
years on the Chinatown press Scene. 

Bob Chang, who was the distributer for 
the%in8g7ao daily,hadafallingoutwith Sally 
Aw-9lan of the Hong Kong parent company 
and he fought back by Successfully distribut- 
ing five rival Hong Kong papers in the US to 
compete with 9zzg Tao here.， 

John Fang was the editor of the KMT 
(下 uortintarig)-Cconnected THpe Yoxrig CHzna 
daily,beforeheengagedinabitterbattle with 
the other editors there and Started 4sian 
Week, the English language Chinese Amen- 
can weekly. Maurice Chuck was one of the 
editors atEaswWTest before he leftto havehis 
Own voice and help establish the pro-China 
andnow defunct Chinese-language weekly， 
the CHzmese Voice. A staff Sphlt at the Voice 
resulted In Chuck starting the pro-China SF 
Journal, which started as a bllingual weekly 
and later became a Chinese-language daily， 
before it folded in 1986. 

The Chinatown press Scene 1S Over- 
whelmingly conservative and pro-Taiwan， 
but the papers on the right don't get along 
either. The WoridJowrnal wasestablished by 
an initial Subsidy of over $1 million from 
Taiwan. It continues to receive ad Support 
from Taiwan-based companies and pro-Tai- 
wan Chinatown groups. THpe 7oxng CHznaa 


daily, a much smaller circulation paper， is 
alsotied to Taiwans KMT and pro-Taiwan 
groupshere, buttheycompete withtheWor1d 
Journal for funds and favor with Taiwan. A 
merger between the two would make busi- 
ness Sense, but that doesn'ttake into account 
Taiwan's inclination to Support a multitude

Dr. Fadg Parlays Wacky Wallwalkers 
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Into aFad Empire 0f Success

ken Hakuta believes in having fun and 
making money。 Luckily both go hand-in- 
hand for this Japanese-born entreprenetur. 

Hakuta, 38, better known as Dr. Fad, is the 
bralin behind the Wacky Wallwalker craze， 
Over 200 million of these rubbery octopus- 
like toyshavebeen sold, makinghimamulti- 
millionaire and a Specialist in the fad indus- 
Iiry. “Ikind of fell into [the fad business]. 1 
wanted to make money and have fun, but 工 
didn'tknow fads were Something you could 
do both in,” Hakuta said. 

Hakuta's introductlon to the fad industry 
came in 1982，when his parents，living in 
TOokyo, sent his children “Tako "toys, which 
whenflung againstthe wall,shimmiled down. 
Hakuta had found his calling. He boughtthe 
exclusive rights to the toy, named the crea- 
tures Wacky Wallwalkers and began market- 
ing them. Durng the initial stages of 
production CBJs Eveming Newsy did a two- 
minute piece on the Wallwalkers and for the 
followingmonths, Dr.Fad'sphonerangnon- 
stop. 

Surprisingly, Hakuta attributes his success 
to amateurism. “Tve been able to be a very 
good amateur.， LTm not the best inventor， 
marketing person or distribution, production 
person. [maB+inallthose things;” 

Restaurant Owners, however, would mark 
him down to a D- for his marketing tech- 
nliqucs. For research, Hakuta and his friends 
went to restaurants and slammed the creepy- 
crawlies against the walls to observe the 
dincers” ”reactions. Hakuta Said that they 
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would go berserk，The research finally re- 
Sulted in his being kicked out of a posh 
Testaurant. 

Dressed in abrightpink Shirt and gray trou- 
Sers Over Cherry-Ted Socks, he appears a caS- 
ual, easy-going man, not the wealthy entre- 
preneur who has helped launch many inven- 
tors through his Fad Hotline (a Mickey 
Mouse telephone). The fad doctor recelves 
3,000 to 4,000 calls a month from aspiring 
designers in need of advice. 

One of his favorite consultations was with 
atruck driver from Michigan who thought 
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antiqduedirtwasdestinedtobethenextblgfad 
after the Slinky toy and Hula Hoop. Rather 
than marketing a historical productb Hakuta 
Iecommended “Celebrity Dirt 一 dirt from 
the backyards of famous people. “Dolly 
Parton's dirt did really well”Ssaid Hakuta， 
“but Joan Collins, who was really hot at the 
tme, didn?t sell as well” The truck drliver 
soldhundreds ofthousands of vials, thanks to 
thanks to his mentor. 

When Hakuta speaks about the art of the 
fad, his eyes light up.…“Ibs not justa product. 
Afadis more than making alotofmoney and 
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selling alotof things. Itbecomes partof the
